the rapacity of the American ranchers 
has not destroyed whole regions of graz- 
ing country, they are very much mis- 
taken. One has but to glance over the 
American stock papers now and again 
to convince himself that the Awericar 
rancher, through his greed, has been as 
much harm as benefit to the country. it 
is true he hae raised the beef supply won- 
derfully, but he has been the gainer. He 
has made his bar’! of money, but he ha» 
perinanentiy ruined the best pastures in 
the American Union by doing it, and 
if the present state of affairs exists, our 
American cousins will find themselve 
without any grazing lands worth talking 
about; for it is now granted that prairie 
pasture once eaten out ie permanently 
destroyed. The [isratp has several 
times lately published accounte of vas: 
districts being eaten out im the Univer 
States, and yet our American contem- 
Porarice persis that there has been ver: 
little trouble from eaten out ranges. By 
way of anawer, it is only necessary t: 
publish the following from the “Mexica: 
Stock Grower :—- 

“The once famous Arkansas valley range 
which was held to be one of the choicest 
grazing spots in the west, is to-day fit only for 
for the habitation of coyotes, so far as the 
range cattle raising is concerned. Its once 
nutritious grasses bave disappeared an 
barrenness covers almost the entire countr; 
there. Tho herd owners have been seokin, 
other pasturage, and the removal of catti 
from that locality gors on as fast as possible, 
and to such condition have many of the ber’ 
come, thet even the full grown hardy stoer ir 
scarcely able to walk to more invitin, 
pasturage. It is known that if any stoct 
should perchance be left on the range there 
this winter, they will all be numbered wit! 
the things that were when the spring tim: 
comes, To auch desparation bave many of the 
cattie already come, that, paying no attention 
to wire fences ur vther enclosures, they hav: 
broken into corn fields in their hunger and ae 
doing a great deal of damage to the farmer 
crops. it ix anything but an interesting 
narrative to relate how inexorable are the cu 
ditions which, in many parts of the range 
country, are now surrounding a great industry, 
and driving it invo other channels for eatety 
against almost complete extinction.”

‘ounty, are able to suaply themselver 
vith fuel for absolutely nothing, the ziti- 
sna of Calgary are paying more for their 
oal than is paid by the citizens of ‘Yor 
nto, who are hundreds of miles from 
avcoal bed, Contemplating, the unsati-- 
factory features of the local coal trade, 
oue is at once led to the conclusion that 
that the people of Calgary have enly 
themselves to blame, Seeing that they 
ave nothing the way of clieaper coal toex- 
vevt frem the companies at present opera- 
ting why do they not set to work to organ- 
ize @ company tooperaie one of the mines 
in the near vicinity of the town, At Fish 
“reek for instance, there is a mine, only 
twelve miles from Calgary, which those 
who should know say promises to be one 
of the best mines on the continent. 
Would it not be « good plan for some of 
our citizens to organize a local company 
for the purpose of ascertaining through 
expert prospectors what amount of coal 
wealth there really is in this and other 
mines in the neighborhood? It seems 
positively absurd that the people of Cal- 
gary should quietly continue to pay ex- 
orbitant prices for the coal they con- 
e'ime, while the people of Manitoba and 
the American Northwest, who have no 
coal within hundreds and hundreds of 
miles are agitating for a reduction in 
voal prices which are more favorable 
than those we, who have unlimited sup- 
plies of coal at our very doors, ever en- 
joyed. 

‘he Montreal Journal ot Commerce of 

a recent date published the following :— 


“The rapid increase in the consumption of 
bituminous coal throughout the Northwest 
has resulted in a recent investigation by the 
St. Paul Chamber of Commerce, with a view of 
ascertaining whethor, and to what extent, con- 
sumers there and in the Northwest generally, 
are paying exovssive prices. The result of the 
investigation is that the cost of anthracite at 
Buffalo is 83 per ton, made up of $1.75 per ton 
at mines, and 61.26 freight from mines to 
Buffalo, 870 miles; that the cost at St. Paul is 
$8.75, and something lower at Duluth; and that 
at $7.6 the mineowners and transporters 
could realize abundant margins. The object. 
ive point of this enquiry is to ascertain the 
possibility of obtaining Canadian anthracite 
0 miles west of Winnipeg, and 250 or 300 miles 
beyoad Benton. This coal is alleged to be as 
good as the best Pennsylvania anthracite, but 

he long distance from St. Paul makes it doubt- 

‘i whether it could be delivered in compe- 
tition with the Pennsylvania product. Over 
2,000,000 tons of anthracite have been marketed 
this sevson in the Northwest, and the trade is 
yearly assuming larger proportions.” 

‘This quotation is doubly interesting as 
showing us how foolish we are to go on 
patiently paying ridiculously high rates 
for coal, which people who are 900 miles 
trom their coal supply object to pay, 
and as showing further that there is 
splendid market open to Alberta coal if 
a really enterprising company will but 
enter the field and put out coal at reasen- 
able rates.

THINGS WORTH KNOWING, 


The success wita which Captain Wig- 
gins bas been able to navigate the Kara 
sea and the rivers therefrom into cen- 
ral Siberia, and the fact that experts 
are of the opinion the C, P, K. will soon 
be unable to handle the grain produce 
ot Manitoba and the Northwest, coupled 
with the action of the U.S. A. govern- 
ment in regard to retaliation, has turned 
the thoughts of the old country to the 
Hudson Bay rente and the Hudson Bay 
railway. In the recent number of the 
proceedings of the Royal Geographical 
Society, there is given a report ofa 
paper on this route read by commander 
Markham and also of the discussion 
thereon. From this we gather the 
opinion of all the leading geographers 
and travellers who bave been over the 
route, is that the ruute is feasible and 
advisable, It seems that since 1735 
there has been only one season that the 
Hudaon Bay has not been successtully 
navigated and the loss has been less 
than in the ordinary ocen waters. Ove: 
0 passages have been made and the 
losses have been less than one per cent. 
Uhis route is 1,100 miles shorter to Win- 
nipeg than via New York ana in the 
vpinion of experte, especially of those 
who have personally examined it and 
heen over it, can be as easily and as 
successfully worked as any of those now 
in use, ‘lo quote the words of com- 
wander Markham, *’a channel which has 
been nayiyated firat by tue frail fy boats 
of the seventeenth eentury, then by the 
bluff bowed, siim, sailing exploring ves- 

els of Perry's day aud for a long time 
by the Hudson Bag Co.’s ships, cannot 
be very formidable. If sailing vessels 
can pase through it, surely steamers will 
find less difficulty. Further, to quote 
the words of another, commenting on 
the commander’s paper, “this is the 
true Northwest passage. It has been 
prov: d that it can be done and England 
will do it. The distance between Eng- 
land and the grain producing provinces 
of Manitoba and the Northwest will 
thereby be shortened nearly one half, 
the cost of conveyance of grain will be 
lessened at least tive sbillings a quarter, 
and besides 4 will eause an immense de- 
yelopment in all of the trade of Mani- 
toba.’ Instead of blindly fighting the 
C. P. Rk. and che federal government as 
the Manitobans at present are doing in 
order to gct access to the over crowded 
markets south of the border, if they 
were wise they would move heaven and 
earth to get the Hudson Bay route 
opened up at the earliest possible time.

Further, the shortening of the distance 
will cause at least a saving of two days 
in the journey from Kngland to Winni- 
peg and at a reduction of five shillings a 
varter in freight, will on the export of 
6,000,000 bnshels of grain alone, cause 
an annual saving of not less than two 
and a half millins of dollars,

ot the pe ple to be taken in the severa: 
judicial districts; 

2. “Subject to the result of such vote 
vower to deal with ‘the liqnor question 
similar to that enjoyed by provinces under 
the B. N. A Act, should be given to th 
Legislative Assemoly in the N.W.T.”’ 

Mr. Oliver in the course of able speech 
spoke from a strong temperance point of 
view, and with great foree of arzament., 

Mr. Betts said he had mever heard the 
arcu nents 60 ably put as by the two pre 
vious speakers; he spoke in favor of a lic 
ense law, which he believed was the only 
true temperanee principle.

The committee advised that no recome 
mendation be made on the question of the 
hay dues, but that the Dominion Govern- 
ment be memortslized to repeal the dues 
on wood cut for fuel and rails.

ground that the dues of $1 per ton on hay 
cut for sale were a considerable hardship 
» farmers iu his district. He moved the 
subject back to the committee with ine 
3 raciions to reportas he desared, After 
some discurmon this was d:feated, only 
two members voting for the motion. 

Another report submitted by Mr, Turriff 
and one which raised u storie of discussion 
ind not a litle amusement, was one on 
the goptier question, Lhe committee re- 
commenaed that all persous troubled by 
gophers should use atrychsine placed on 
‘ices of raw potato or mixed with dough 
or soft bread, which should be dropped 
into the holes in amall quantities in the 
pring of the year, and that copies of thie 
report be distributed throughout theeour- 
try. (Laughter.) 

Mr, Justice McLeod asked if the com- 
mittee had imvestigated other method of 
destroying the gopher, such as by innocu- 
lution, or by the introduction of weasles. 
For his part he had found cats a sure 
method of swppre.sing the nuisance, (A 
mem ber—**Rats.'?) 

Mr. Richard-on, who had made a study 
of gophers, mentioned the fact that they
